Trave, Detroit, Mich., quotes an interesting article 
from a leading daily, from which we make the follow- 
ing excerpts: 

“There is a powerful appeal to the public in the 
argument that parcels can be carried by the govern- 
ment at a fraction of the charges exacted by the ex- 
press companies, and the plea of greater convenience 
in purchasing from distant dealers is not without its 
force; but there are some reasons why the United 
States should not adopt the parcels post. 

“The plan is being put forward, not by the farmer, 
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over whose conveniences the parcels post advocates 
are shedding tears, not by the village or small city 
dealer, but by metropolitan mercantile houses that do 
mail order businesses. These houses want the parcels 
post in order that they may send hams from Chicago 
to the farmer in Texas, sugar from New York to 
the villager in Maine, light hardware from the east to 
the retail buyer on the Pacific coast. The first effect 
of*the parcels post would be disaster to the local busi- 
ness man. 

“And the ultimate effect: In view of the trend 
toward centralization, perhaps it is not difficult to 
forecast. The great city houses, rendered a hun- 
dredfold more powerful by the parcels post, would 
wield over manufacturers a club they dare not defy, 
and presently the small business man would discover 
that he no longer could buy goods at a price permit- 
ting him to compete with the octopi.”

Increasing ; . 
Industrial commercial development there is one fac- 
Obligations. tor that should not be overlooked and 


that is that the end of each successive 

year finds on the soil of the country and dependent 
upon it for sustenance about two million more people 
than were there on its opening day. Of these, from 
500,000 to 800,000 have been drawn from foreign 
countries, and a large proportion of them are of an age 
which makes them at once producers as well as con- 
In the latter capacity they do not form en- 
tirely new relations to our people merely by the fact 
that they have brought themselves bodily to our shores, 
as a considerabie proportion of these emigrants have 
been accustomed for years to depend upon this coun- 
try for the minor necessaries of life. They do not be- 
gin, for many years after their arrival, to produce any- 
thing of the crops grown, the iron mined or smelted, 
or the cotton baled or woven. Their standard of labor 
is distinctly lower than that to which they are com- 
pelled to adjust themselves slowly and painfully, while 
they are absolutely dependent on us so far as capital 
is concerned. According to the last census about $1,600 
in actual capital must be invested before the average 
mechanical worker, male or female, can be put to work, 
and this amount is perhaps almost as large in build- 
ing operations, in shipping, in railway construction and 
maintenance, and in agriculture, mining and fisheries. 
While these consumers, and their children, are shift- 
ed in the balance-sheet from foreign to domestic, the 
whole body of these producers and consumers, whether 
native or imported, are continually increasing their 
demands, i. e., their standard of living. They want 
and can get more and better clothes, more and better 
food, and improved shelter, while they make added 
demands, all the time, upon transportation facilities 
both for goods and persons. All these must be fur- 
nished, so far as the imported foreigners, both gross 
and net, are concerned, by the foresight and industry 
of individuals already on the ground, so that the home 
industrial obligations of our citizens are, to this extent, 
greater than those of any other country. In like man- 
ner his opportunities are greater.

The freight charges are heavy and 
the service of several No. I men is required for 15 
hours or more daily, while every spell of rainy weath- 
er or of delay in setting up a booth, results in heavy 
The idea with the manufacturers is, of course, 
that these exhibits help the dealer by familiarizing the 
public with the line of goods they handle. That the 
manufacturers themselves think it is a good thing is 
shown by the constant enlargement in the number 
of goods shown from year to year, and that a number 
of people-are reached is shown by the fact that one 
concern, viz., the Estate of P. D. Beckwith gave away 
15,000 miniature nickel plated Round Oak stoves on 
children’s day to the lines of children who almost 
mobbed their display. J. P. Arthur of the Cyclone 
Woven Wire Fence Co. takes an opposite view from 
the Beckwith people as to the value of souvenirs. While 
his firm have been very liberal in the past in giving 
these away, they have cut them out the present year 
on the ground that the interruptions of children and 
others desiring souvenirs has proven detrimental to the 
main object of the exhibit which is to acquaint dealers 
and users of fence with the products of this company.

Visitors to fairs of this character are generally more 
attracted by novelties rather than by staple articles 
and the experiences of a couple of exhibitors would 
apparently bear this out. For instance, the Culter & 
Proctor Stove Co., besides showing a standard line 
of their stoves and ranges had on exhibition some- 
thing which is a comparative novelty in the western 
stove trade, viz., a laundry stove with bake oven at- 
tachment on the stove pipe, although I believe that 
something similar in design has been very successfully 
handled by the March-Brownback Stove Co., Potts:

THE Implement Trade Journal tells of a unique and 
very profitable advertising scheme recently devised by 
a Cleveland, Tenn., dry goods firm. 

This firm sent to every farmer in Bradley and Polk 
counties several weeks ago a circular offering a prize 
of $10 in gold to the person who, on Saturday, July 
23, should bring into Cleveland on one vehicle of any 
description the largest number of persons, the only 
requirements being that they should arrive before 
noon and that each load of humanity should be counted 
by a member of the firm in front of their place of 
business. 

That nearly every farmer in the two counties not 
only nibbled, but did his best to run away with the 
‘bait, hook, sinker and all, was demonstrated on the 
designated day, when, from every direction, over every 
road, vehicles of all descriptions and conditions, some 
drawn by beasts of burden of the bovine species, but 
mostly by equines of pedigree and well groomed ap- 
pearance, began to pour into the town, each convey- 
ance loaded to its capacity with men, women and 
children. 

The number of persons brought in by each contest- 
ant varied from twenty to fifty until 10 o’clock, when 
a Polk county man arrived with fifty one. He thought 
he had the prize until L. Gibson of Candes Creek, 
Bradley county, came-in at twenty minutes to II 
o’clock with a wagon fifty feet long, carrying eighty- 
six persons. This was so far ahead of any other con- 
testant and it was then so near noon that Gibson fig- 
ured. that he could not lose. 

But hardly had he finished receiving congratulations 
when a shout went up from the crowd as they beheld 
approaching a vehicle, the like of which was never 
before seen on the streets of the town and probably 
never will be seen again. 

The conveyance was eighty-five feet long and twen- 
ty feet wide. It moved on eight wheels and was drawn 
by eight horses. Seated on the elongated vehicle were 
enough men and women, boys and girls, to start a 
colony in Oklahoma or open a reservation in Dakota. 

The man who held the reins with the skill of a cir- 
cus driver of the cight horses was I. H. Hooper of 
Hooper’s Mill, Bradley county, a village of three 
houses and thirty persons, fifteen miles from Cleve- 
land. Mr. Hooper drove around the square, followed 
by a throng of cheering persons and proudly pulled up 
his octette of steeds at the proper place, where the load 
of laughing visitors was counted one by one. There 
were ITO.

A COLLECTION of newspaper clippings on American 
exports made during the last week or two when 
bunched together go to show that American foreign 
trade is in a fairly healthy condition, thank you. 


“Nearly 10,000 tons of wire, wire nails and pipe were 
shipped abroad in August by the American Steel and Wire 
Company and National Tube Company, branches of the 
United States Steel Corporation. Similar exports made dur- 
ing July aggregated about 8,500 tons. 

“Exports of wire in August amounted to 3,825 tons, or 
an increase of more than 50 per cent when compared with 
the previous month’s shipments. Last month’s consignments 
went chiefly to Australia, South Africa and South America. 
To Australia 1,358 tons in nine lots went forward. South 
Africa was shipped 713 tons in five shipments. Nine hundred 
and seventy-three tons went to South Amefica, the Argentine 
Republic takirig 412 tons in six lots, Brazil 306 tons in three 
shipments, while Chile was forwarded 255 tons in three lots 
The exports to Europe were very light, only 268 tons going 
in all. About half went to Great Britain and the balance to 
the Continent. Bristol, Liverpool, Hull and Manchester were 
the British ports of entry. On the Continent Stockholm, 
Sundsvall, Christiania and Amsterdam were the importers 
To China and Japan 205 tons were shipped. Two hundreJ 
and sixty-four tons went to Mexico. Small shipments were 


‘also made to Porto Rico, Cuba and Varna, Black Sea. 


“Wire nail exports amounted to 1,811 tons in August 
Europe and Australia were the largest buyers. Five hundred 
and eighty-eight tons went to the first-named part of the 
world, 474 tons of which was forwarded to ports in the 
United Kingdom, Liverpool, Manchester and Belfast, having 
been sent single lots of 108 tons, 135 tons and 119 tons, 
respectively, while London, Bristol, Hull and Glasgow took 
the balance in about equal proportions. Aarhuus, Copenhagen, 
Constantinople, Beyrout and Bremen were sent 114 tons in 
all. Three hundred and fifty-three tons went to Australia 
in five lots. To China and Japan 307 tons were forwarded 
in four lots. Two hundred and nine tons went to South 
America, Chile taking 103 tons, while 106 tons were sent 
to the Argentine Republic. One hundred and forty-two tons 
went to Mexico. Shipments were also made to South Africa, 
Tripoli, Trebizund and Messina. 

“Four thousand three hundred and seventy-seven tons of 
pipe were sent abroad in August. The Far East was the 
largest buyer, 2,232 tons going there in ten lots. To China 
and Japan 1,542 tons were forwarded, while 690 tons went 
to Manila. One thousand five hundred and thirty-four tons 
went to Europe, 1,219 tons of which were consigned to the 
Continent, Rotterdam having been sent 678 tons, Antwerp 211 
tons, Copenhagen 118 tons; while Abo, Christiana, Malmo, 
Nordkoping, Stockholm, Helsingfors and Pireus were sent 
the balance. The shipments to the United Kingdom aggre- 
gated 315 tons, London and Manchester taking practically 
all between them. Mexico was sent 150 tons, Cuba, South 
Africa, Chile and Alexandria were also shipped minor lots.”

PURCHASE OF GOODS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE.

SHOULD KEEP UP FIGHT. 

“The various hardware associations can profitably review 
the present situation in regard to catalogue house competi- 
tion and urge their membership and officials to keep up the 
vigorous fight along the same lines which have been followed 
during the past year. 


send, Ind., writes: 


SHOULD NOT BE FORGOTTEN. 

“T cannot suggest any better work in regard to the par- 
cels post than is now being pursued by our state hardware 
associations, except that it should be continued along the 
same lines. 

“I think it should be discussed so that merchants will 
not forget about the injuries which will be inflicted upon 
business interests in case that such a law was enacted. 


OF GRAVE IMPORTANCE. 

“While I have no methods to suggest that would pre- 
vent the selling of ranges direct to our trade by some of the 
manufacturers that are now springing up, I do believe that 
this question is of very grave importance and one that in a 
very few years will do great detriment to the retail trade. 
While it ought to be discussed and if some fertile brain has 
some method whereby this selling direct could be abated, 
I.am sure I, for one, should be very glad to hear it. 


TWO IMPORTANT SUBJECTS. 

“While the question of sto.e management has been very 
thoroughly discussed at our meetings there are still subjects 
which are of very great importance, some of which the average 
merchant is inclined to regard as of very little importance, 
namely, the purchase and display of goods. I have never yet 
attended a convention where I have heard these two subjects 
receive thorough discussion, especially the former. 

“The question of advertising is one which should be given 
attention at these meetings. 

“The question of increased membership should only be 
taken up as urged by the secretary. 

“The National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
should comment at their conventions on the subjects of most 
importance which have been discussed by the various state 
organizations at their state meetings. 

HELPFUL PAPERS. 

“In regard to the most helpful papers I have heard at 
retail hardware conventions, would state ‘that those that 
have helped me most have been eon the subject of kindred 
lines, advertising and the display of goods.”

INJUSTICE OF RAILROAD RATES. 








L. D. Ray, Belvidere, Ill., writes: 

MANUFACTURERS AND JOBBERS SHOULD GET CLOSER TOGETHER. 

I think the various state hardware associations in treat- 
ing of the question of catalogue house competition at their 
forthcoming meetings should ‘emphasize the fact that the 
closer the relationship of the manufacturer and jobber, the 
better condition they will be in to fight these houses. 

The jobbers have more weight with the manufacturers 
than do the retailers. Consequently, if the jobbers take up 


the fight as a body, I think it will do a great deal towards 
cutting out some of the best brands of goods from the 
catalogue houses. 
PARCELS POST SHOULD NOT BE DROPPED. 
The matter of the parcels post should be kept constantly 


before all retail merchants. I think the question which has 
already been taken up in regard to merchants petitioning 
their congressmen is all right, and along the right lines. 

MERCHANTS SHOULD FOLLOW OUT ORIGINAL ADVERTISING IDEAS. 

I do not think the question of advertising is very im- 
portant as one for convention discussion, as I think that a 
merchant can secure the best results in advertising by follow- 
ing out his original ideas rather than by copying the methods 
of some other merchant. 

ASSOCIATIONS MUST SHOW RESULTS. 

The various associations, in order to gain more members, 
must show some result, and some points they have secured 
which are of advantage to the country merchants. The aver- 
age country merchant has many matters to contend with 
which the merchants in larger cities do not have, such as 
freight rates, breakage in transit and claims against the 
railroads. I think the various mercantile associations are 
afraid to go after the railroad corporations for fear they will 
do something to antagonize them. 

RAILROADS BREAK THE LAW. 

We have an interstate commerce law which expressly 
stipulates that.a railroad corporation shall not make a rate, 
say of 10 cents per hundred pounds to a point 100 miles from 
Chicago where several competing roads center and at the 
same time charge 15 cents per hundred pounds for freight 
to an intermediate point, say 75 miles from Chicago, where 
there is but one line. While the railroads cannot legally do 
this, they do it just the same, largely because the merchant 
at the point 75 miles distant is entirely ignorant of the fact 
that he can compel the railroads to deliver his goods at the 
75 mile point as cheaply as at the hundred mile point. 

ILLINOIS RAILROAD RATES. 

I can give you a few facts in our own experience along 
this line. The rate on nails from Chicago to Belvidere is 
16.92 cents, the distance being 78 miles. The rate to Rockford 
on the same line of railroad is 10 cents; Rockford being 92 
miles from Chicago. They have three railroads in Rockford, 
while there is only one passing through this point. We have 
to put up a continual fight to secure the Rockford rate. The 
railroad companies know they have no right to charge us 
more than the Rockford rate, but just as long as we stand 
for it, they will surely charge us. There are several matters 
like this which could be profitably taken up by the associa- 
tions, and if they take up some subject like this at their 
meetings and show results, the membership will increase.

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TRADING STAMPS ARE A SERIOUS EVIL. 








“Reader,” St. Louis, writes: 

SHOULD BE LAWS AGAINST FRAUDULENT ADVERTISING. 

The question of catalogue house competition and also that 
of the parcels post should receive careful attention at the 
forthcoming meeting of the various retail hardware dealers’ 
associations. In regard to the matter of catalogue house com- 
petition I think their power of injuring the retailers would be 
materially reduced if the various state legislatures should pass 
laws against fraudulent advertising. 

CATALOGUE HOUSE BUSINESS IS ON THE WANE. 

While on this subject of catalogue house competition I 
want to say that I am disgusted with the pessimism of so 
many hardware dealers in regard to this matter. I believe 
catalogue house business is on the wane, as there are no new 


catalogue houses springing up, and I do not believe that those 
in the field to-day sell 10 per cent of the hardware sold in this 


country. 























CATALOGUE HOUSES ARE DECREASING. 

If the business were as profitable as one would imagine 
after hearing the doleful pleas at meetings of the state hard- 
ware associations, catalogue houses would spring up like toad- 
stools all over the country. As it is, instead of increasing in 
numbers they are decreasing. A few years ago the big Rob- 
erts concern in Minneapolis went by the board, and it is only 
a few weeks back that a Kansas City mail order house took in 
their shingles. 

PARCELS POST SHOULD BE WATCHED. 

The parcels post should be watched by the trade in order 
to prevent the catalogue houses getting a new lease of life, 
now that they are on the run. 

FAVORS A STANDING PAPER ON ADVERTISING. 

Questions of store management should be discussed at the 
various hardware conventions, and I am in favor of a stand- 
ing paper on advertising. We cannot get too many ideas on 
this subject and I believe if dealers had only advertised ten 
years ago the way they should there would be no such thing 
as a catalogue house question to-day. 

FAVORS A LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE AND A HIRED LAWYER. 

The National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association has 
done magnificent work, but there is cne thing I would like to 
see them do if in a financial position to do so, and that is, to 
appoint an efficient legislative committee with power to employ 
a cracker-jack firm of lawyers. 

SHOULD PREPARE BILLS FOR CHECKING FRAUDULENT ADVERTISING. 

These lawyers should draw up a number of bills for the 
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benefit of the trade. For instance, they should prepare a bill 
checking fraudulent advertising for introduction in the vari- 
ous state legislatures which would aim a body blow at the 
catalogue houses. 

SHOULD PREPARE NEW LIEN LAWS TO PROTECT THE DEALER. 

Secondly, these lawyers should go over the lien laws of 
the different states in the association and prepare a law in 
every state which would protect the dealer in his just rights. 
SHOULD HIT THE STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS ALL ALONG THE LINE 

Thirdly, these lawyers should arrange for the introduction 
in every state of a law hitting the steel range peddlers and 
providing that any county in the state could tax them $100 a 
week for doing business. 

SHOULD PREPARE BILLS IN EVERY STATE TO STAMP OUT TRADING 
STAMPS. 

Fourthly, a bill should be brought up in every state 
stamping out the trading stamp evil. 

FORTY NEW TRADING STAMP COMPANIES HAVE BEEN INCORPORATED 
THIS YEAR. 

If the fact of the number of catalogue houses growing 
fewer shows that that evil is on the wane, the thirty or forty 
trading stamp companies which I understand have been incor- 
porated this year shows that the trading stamp evil is on the 
increase. The catalogue houses about which such a din is 
raised certainly do not take over 5 per cent out of a dealer's 
yearly profits, while the trading stamp evil, about which noth- 
ing at all is said, takes this amount out right along. The trade 
should certainly not be blind to this evil of trading stamps. 


Catalogue House Competition.

competition. 


The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 
SHOULD BUNCH ORDERS. 


From “E. B. S.,” Springfield, Ill. : 

“I have noticed in your publication a large number of 
letters on the. subject of catalogue house competition, and 
have been interested in observing the large number of points 
of view which have been advanced, but there is one very 
vital subject which I think has been largely ignored by all 
writers on the topic, namely, that of bunching orders. While 
I do not believe that co-operative buying is feasible for all 
departments of a hardware business, still there are many arti- 
cles which dealers can profitably purchase in carload lots 
by bunching orders together, thus eliminating middlemen’s 
profit. 

“This, you will say, is not a new subject, and it was only 
introduced by me as a kind of preliminary to what I will 
now say. The average dealer buys from too many different 
hardware jobbers and too many different slow salesmen. He 
has a steel range made in Indianapolis, a steel cook made in 
St. Louis, a cast cook made in Chicago, a base burner made 
in Detroit and an air-tight made in Cleveland. By scattering 
his orders this way, he deprives himself of the benefit of low 
freight rates which he would secure if he bought all his 
goods in one place. Then, too, his price is not so good as if 
he bought of one house only, because the fact that all these 
different salesmen has to visit him and spend their time and 
run wp expenses while making him make a small purchase 
has saddled an expense on his goods which he cannot see, 
but which is still there and which becomes a handicap to 
him in fighting catalogue house competition which he would 
not otherwise have if he bunched his orders. 

“The same thing holds in regard to the purchase 
of hardware. The majority of dealers think they are making 
a lot of money when they keep playing hardware salesmen 
against hardware salesmen, giving the representatives of 10 
different hardware jobbers and 10 different factory repre- 





sentatives a slice of their business, but this makes selling to 
them very expensive and they do not get the prices they 
could by bunching their orders.. I think this is a subject 
which the various state associations also profitably 
discuss.”

CUSTOMER ULTIMATELY PAYS. 





“Reader,” Chicago, writes: 

“I was interested in the article in your last week’s paper 
on the subject of “Treating,” and agree with the stove sales- 
man quoted to the effect that no sales manager in the stove 
business keeps peering around to find where the last cent 
of the entertainment account goes. The fact is, that most 
houses are anxious for their salesmen when on the road to 
put up more or less of a front. They expect them to wear 
the most immaculate of collars, the freshest of neckties, 
smoke the best cigars and when they drink with customers, 
etc., to take expensive drinks. Furthermore, they expect 
them to get their shoes shined, sometimes two or three times 
a day, etc. All this costs money, and the difference between 
what the traveler spends at home, where he shaves himself, 
smokes nickel cigars and drinks plebian beer, and what he 
expends on the road should naturally be charged up to the 
expense account. 

“However, there is one thing that should be borne in 
mind which has been touched upon in your towns previously, 
and that is, that all these customs of expenses of this char- 
acter on the road are ultimately added to the price the dealer 
and the consumer pay for the goods, and this makes one 
reason why the catalogue houses can still make high profits 
and low prices. They have no traveling men to pay and no 
expenscs such as advertising, jobbers’ catalogues, paying ex- 
cessive livery bills, advertising in souvenirs of different kinds, 
etc., all of which must be charged up to the expense of selling 
the goods. In fact, one cannot judge of a bigger sinecure than 
that of auditing expense accounts in a catalogue house.”

B D, and beginning at B step off on lines dropped 
from C B, as many spaces as are on B D. 

From the points thus established as from B to E, 
draw dotted lines parallel to A B until they intersect 
the line dropped from A C. 

A line drawn through these points of intersection 
and points established by the divider will be one-half 
of the desired pattern, as inclosed in lines A B, B E 
and E A. Add to this the seam and wire edge.

Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


A general improvement is to be noted all along the 
line. Pig iron still leads in the matter of consump- 
tion, but there has been no increase during the last 
week in the number and amount of inquiries or sales. 
Of the finished products, structural steel and plates 
present the most gratifying aspect. Buyers are laying 
in quite heavily in both products, and the dissatisfac- 
tion, expressed three weeks ago over what was termed 
an insufficient reduction in price, has now almost en- 
tirely disappeared. Other lines are very active. Even 
scrap iron is controlled by the bull element. It has 
entirely recovered the ground lost a week ago, and 
prices are again above a natural basis. 

Prices in pig iron are unchanged, but the market 
is very strong. Southern irons are selling generally 
on the basis of $9.50, Birmingham, for No. 2, though 
prices waver between $9.25 and $9.75. The $9.25 
brand contains a high quota of phosphorus and it is 
thus not desirable for all uses. 

Furnaces are likewise having much difficulty in ob- 
taining $9.75 and almost no sales at this price were 
reported. One furnace took orders for 1905 delivery 
at $9.50, Birmingham, but it was a solitary exception, 
all other Southern interests still clinging to their pol- 
icy of quoting only for 1904 delivery. The business 
of the week was more evenly distributed than has been 
the case for a long time. Southern interests acquired 
more nearly their proper share of the sales, and one 
agent reported that his orders netted nearly 15,000 
tons. 

Northern irons are still at $13.50, Chicago, for No. 
2. Prices are firm, with a tendency toward advance. 
Sales have declined slightly during the week, but not 
enough to change the sentiment of buyers or to appear 
foreboding. This declension may be attributed pri- 
marily to the fact that furnaces are not over anxious 
to sell all of their producing capacity at present prices. 

Foundry coke is still quoted at $4.65, Chicago, for 
Connellsville standard 72-hour. Wise County, Va., 
coke is from $1.90 to $2 at ovens, or $4.15 to $4.25, 
Chicago. Solray coke is from $4.65 to $4.75, Chica- 
go. An unexpected stimulus was given to prices dur- 
ing the last week by a marked increase in sales. There 
is talk of a possible shortage of cars this winter and 
many consumers have been laying in freely. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


Both iron and steel bars have sold well during the 
week under review. Steel bars have been particularly 
favored and the outlook is held to be very promising. 
Specifications are coming in briskly and for full quotas. 
Bar iron is firm at from 1.35¢ to 1.40c. Railroads are 
not, and have not, been buying so heavily as might be 
hoped, but the demand for new cars may effect a 
change of sentiment. Angles and hoops are in fair 
demand, though small angles rolled from old rails are 
still selling around 1.25c at the mill. We quote Chi- 





cago delivery, as follows: Iron bars, 1.35c to 1.40c; 
soft steel bars, 1.40c to 1.46¥%c; soft steel angles, less 
than 3x3, 1.56%c; hoops, 1.71%c. On small lots 
from store, we quote iron bars, 1.70c to 1.75c base 
full extras; steel bars, 1.70c to 1.80c base half extras; 
hoops, 2.10 rates, full extras. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


Several large buildings will be erected in the city 
before the advent of the cold weather and, while the 
actual business transactions of the -week were small, 
the outlook is bright. The buildings about to be 
started will require structural material netting in the 
neighborhood of 10,000 tons. Western producers of 
structural angles up to 6x6 are selling at $1 a ton be- 
low association prices. With this reservation, we 
quote carload lots, as follows: Beams and channels, 3 
to 15 in., inclusive, 1.5612, Chicago; angles, 3 to 6 in., 
4 in. and heavier, 1.56%4c; angles, larger than 6 in. 
on one or both legs, 1.66'%4c ; beams, larger than 15 in., 
1.66Y%4c; zees, 3-in. and over, 1.56%4c; tees, 3-in. and 
over, 1.61¥2c, with the usual extras for cutting to ex- 
act lengths, punching, coping, bending or other shop 
work. Store prices on structural materials are 1.80c 
to 1.90c for angles, beams, channels and zees, base 
sizes, with 1.90c to 2c for 18, 20 and 24-in. beams; 
tees, 1.85c to 1.95c. These prices are for either random 
lengths or cut to lengths. 





MERCHANT PIPE. 


Business for the month of August is said to have 
been only fifty tons below that of the best month so far 
this year and to have far exceeded August of last 
year. The outlook is gratifying to producers. There 
are no changes in prices, and we quote carload lots, 
mill shipments, random lengths, f. o. b. Chicago, as 
follows :

OLD MATERIAL. 


Improved conditions in the more finished iron and 
steel products have reacted favorably on scrap iron, and 
consumers are buying more heavily than for some 
weeks. Dealers are holding the market very firmly. 
Prices are almost at the level of a fortnight ago. We 
quote dealers’ selling prices, gross tons, as follows: 
Old steel rails (4 feet and over), $11.50 to $12; old 
steel rails (less than 4 feet), $10.50 to $11; relaying 
rails, subject to inspection, $21.50 to $22.50; relaying 
rails for sidetracks, $18.00 to $20.00; old wheels, $11 
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to $11.50; heavy melting steel, $10 to 11 ; mixed coun- 
try steel, $7 to $7.50; low phosphorus scrap (.04 and 
under), $11 to $12. 





CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Except from the Pacific Coast, every section of the 
country reports a prosperous third-quarter trade and 
good prospects for the remaining three months of the 
year. In the far west, crops seem to have proved fail- 
ures for the most part. Collections are slow and lum- 
ber is at the worst ebb seen in years. Elsewhere, con- 
ditions are entirely reversed. The long stretch, em- 
bracing Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and neighboring states, is especially well fa- 
vored, and we have yet to hear a complaint from this 
territory respecting any branch of hardware. From 
Chicago jobbers we learn that demand for fall goods 
is mingled with early orders for winter stuff. Corn 
huskers and knives, oil and gas heaters, shovels, lan- 
terns, stove trimmings, etc., are meeting with a cordial 
reception at the hands of the retail trade. Steel ranges, 
furnaces, and stoves are selling about as freely as a 
year ago and are said to be bringing good prices. In- 
deed, it may be said of almost all hardware lines, that 
the cheaper goods are not held in the high esteem en- 
joyed by them some years ago. The tendency toward 
the better class of hardware implements is marked. This 
is especially true of builders’ hardware, and every- 
where it may be noticed that mortise locks, spring tran- 
som lifters and window catches, and the more practical 
and expensive hinges are being installed in preference 
to their cheaper counterparts. It may be that the 
wild enthusiasm over cheap prices for cheaper goods, 
inaugurated about ten years ago, is having a natural 
reaction, and that people are beginning to realize that 
the best goods at high prices are, in the end, the 
cheapest likewise. 


Vital business statistics covering a range of several 
months furnish cumulative evidence of the trade feel- 
ing. The latest and probably best index of general 
business activity is the condition of the national banks 
of the country on Sept. 9 compared with June 9. The 
best evidence of activity is the cash holdings. In con- 
tracting business, the volume of cash held in the bank 
vaults increases, in expanding trade it diminishes. In 
the year covered by the statement the national banks 
accumulated $107,150,000 in money, while the circu- 
lation of the country expanded $169,477,000, the na- 
tional banks absorbing over 60 per cent of the in- 
crease. In nine months ending with the June state- 
ment the gain of cash was $104,087,000 out of an in- 
crease of $119,377,000 in the circulation, or 85 per 
cent. In the three months ending with September 
the banks gained $3,063,000 in cash, and the circula- 
tion gain was $49,000,000, the gain being but 2 per 
cent of the increase, less than the normal. That this 
is due to an expansion of business is further illustrated 
by a comparison with the June-September period last 
year. Then the circulation of the country increased 
$18,431,000, and the banks accumulated $2,096,000, or 
12 per cent thereof.
